* foritand it dropped its consort and headed 
for the west end of Long Point for shelter. It 
was unable to make this place, and foundered. 
The Paige ran before the gale and is now in 
phelter under the Point, with all its canvas 
gone. The hatches of the Wocoken became 
pounded loose by the seas sweeping over its 
decks, and it filled. 
( The Wocoken was loaded with 1,800 tons 
of coal for the W, L. Scott company. It was 
valued at $56,000, fully insured with Smith, 
Davis & Co. of Buffalo, David Vance of Mil- 
waukee, and C. A. Macdonald & Co. of Chi- 
cago. The coal cargo was valued at $10,000 
and insured. The boat is owned by John 
Mitchell of Cleveland.- It was built in Cleve- 
land in 1€80 and was considered a stanch 
craft. Its dimensions were: Length, 251.6 
feet; breadth, 37.2 feet; depth, 18.5 feet. 
lis gross tonnage was 1,400 and it was 
equipped with 1,200 horse-power engines. 


ONE SURVIVOR FROM THE RICHMOND. 


Twenty-four Persons Drowned, Including 


Duyxmx, N. Y., Oct. 16.—Twenty-four 
persons were drowned on the Dean Richmond. 
One man survived the terrible disaster. He 
isC, L. Clark, who was a wheelman on the 
Richmond and shipped at Toledo. He says 
there nineteen on board besides Capt. Stod- 
dard, his wife, and three children. Eleven 
bodies have been recovered. Clark tells a 
vivid tale. : 

“ We left Toledo Friday morning,” he said, 
“bound for Buffalo. The gale struck us 
during Friday night, but we made good prog- 
ress against it foralong time. It only in- 

_ @reased in violence as the night wore on and 
Saturday mornmg Capt. Stoddard headed 
for Erie. The sea was too high to 
attempt it. The gale became a_ hurricane 
in the morning and at 2 o’clock in the 
afternoon the smokestacks went over the side. 
Anhour latera huge wave came over our 
bows and washed the pilot-house off. The 
rudder broke and the Richmond drifted help- 

yin the sea. The engines were kept mov- 

ing and it was tried to run .the boat ashore, 
but this plan failed also. The seas were fol- 
g each other in quick succession and the 

_ tabins were nearly all gone. 

“At1l o'clock I was caught by a wave 
which landed me some distance from the 
boat. It was then two miles from shore, I 
turned on my back as a blinding flash of 
lightning revealed the steamer. I saw the 

covers fly up and the boat roll to one 
fide and take in much water. Then it seemed 
tostand on end and go down. Thelight faded 
and I never saw it again. 

“How I got ashore is a mystery to me, I 
had nothing to cling to,and as the waves 

ke over me I was rendered unconscious by 
the force of their weight. When I came to I 
wason the beach, surrounded by wreckage, 
and about four miles from the town. Slowly 
my strength came back, and in two or three 

rs I managed to get on my feet and make 
my way toa house, where I was given food.

In addition to these there wasa number of 
returning World’s Fair visitors from St. Louis 
injured who were conveyed to their homes by 
friends before their names could be learned. 
None of the train crew gives any theory con- 
cerning the cause of the disaster. The gener- 
ally accepted opinion is that the speed and 
weight of the locomotive caused the rails to 
spread at a weak spot. For a dozen 
miles before reaching East St. Louis 
the tracks of the Chicago and Alton, 
the Big Four, and the Wab#sh parallel each 
other, being only thirty yardsapart, and every 
day a race occurs there to get to the East St. 
Louis Junction first. A dreadful loss of life 
was only prevented by the gradual slowing of 
the train. The wounded were caredfor by 
the Wabash officials, the most severely in- 
jured being taken to St. Mary’s Hospital and 
the others to hotels. 

The whole train, consisting of five coaches, 
baggage, and buffet car, rolled into the ditch, 
and to add to the horror four of the coaches 
took fire. The scene was terrible, as under- 
neath the burning mass of heavy timbers 
were scores of unfortunates screaming for 
help in an agony of pain and fear. What 
added to the horrible situation was the heart- 
lessness of the Chicago and Alton train, which 
dashed by without even slacking up to offer 
aid. As soon as the disaster occurred this city 
was telephoned for aid and a score of physi- 
cians and surgeons were sent out ona special 
train. Almost miraculously, it seemed, no 
one was killed outright. 

A broken rail or a weakened culvert caused 
the wreck. The engine and tender remained 
on the track. There was d prompt response 
from the citizens of Nameoki and physicians 
came from Edwardsville, Granite City, and 
Venice, The injured were all taken to St. 
Louis.

END OF GLASS TRUST. 


PLANS ARE MADE TO WIND UP Its 


AFFAIRS TOMORROW, — 


Mammoth Chambers Company, Owner of 
the Largest Window Glass Factory in 
the World, Lights Its FireseThis Over- 
throws a Project to Defeat the Work- 
ers’ Association. on a Proposition to Re- 
duce Wages=Table Ware Factory Inau- 
gurates a War Against Labor. 


The National Glass company, an Illinois 
corporation, composed of the largest window 
glass manufacturing and jobbing firms, will 
go to pieces tomorrow. A meeting of the stock- 
holders of the company will be held and a 
formal dissolution declared. This, according 
to a statement of George F. Kimball, a mun- 
ufacturer and perhaps the heaviest jobber in 
the country, is inevitable, 

After a deal’ of hard work on the part of the 
largest factory owners and jobbers the Na- 
tional Glass company was organized last win- 
ter. Its object was to maintain prices and, 
incidentally, to strengthen the position of the 
heaviest buyers. There was in the company 
85 per cent of the producing capacity of the 
country. Each factory put up its bond to 
stand by prices as made by the Board of Di- 
rectors at its monthly meetings, but, since the 
organization, there has been a standing dis- 
count to the trade of 80, 10, and 21¢ per cent 
off the list. 

At the close of Juneall the window glass 
factories put out their fires, the annual cus- 
tom. The vacation period lasted until the 
middle of August or the first of Septem ber. 
In August the Wage committee of the manu- 
facturers met the Wage committee of the Win- 
dow Glass Workers’ Association, representing 
6,000 workers, and now probably the strong- 
est labor organization in any single trade in 
The manufacturers presented 
scales for the various trades, including gath- 
erers, blowers, flatteners, and cutters. The 
scales comprehended a reduction equal to a 
general average of 15 percent. This the 
workers’ committee refused to accept. While 
there followed no declaration, a quiet lockout 
ensued, and all the factories in the big com- 
pany remained idle. 

Chambers Raises a Hurricane. 

Last week there was a meeting in Pittsburg 
of the directors of the Chambers Glass com- 
pany, composed of George F. Kimball of this 
city, Drey & Kahn of New York and St. Louis, 
William Reed of Detroit, all big jobbing 
firms, and James A. Chambers and some local 
capitalists of Pittsburg. They own at Ken- 
sington,a suburb of Pittsburg, the largest 
window glass factory in the world. At the 
directors’ meeting it was decided to fire up 
the tank furnaces. Mr. Kimball, a director, 
did not go to the meeting. but he wrote a 
letter opposing strongly the firing up of the 
furnaces. But, nevertheless, his opposition 
was overcome and it was decided to start the 
Mr. Chambers, President of the 
Chambers Glass company, was also Chairman 
of the Wage committee of the National Glass 
company. When it was decided to start his 
factory he made formal annonucement of the 
fact and resigned -his position in the Wage 
This action of his raised a hur- 
ricane in window glass manufacturing circles, 

The manufacturers had started in to whip a 
labor organization that is so strong it has re- 
fused to allow even sons of owners of factor- 
ies tolearn the business. 
action, it is said, killed all chances of suc- 
cess. He sent word to workers that he would 
pay last year’s wages, and yesterday fires in 


the National Glass company, for with the 
Chambers company’s withdrawal before them 
the others will no longer be bound by any 
agreement ds to prices or production. There 
will be a bitter fight against Chambers and a’ 
few factories allied with him by the manufact- 
urers of the country. The established dis.

Kimball States His Objections. 


George F. Kimball yesterday said he was 
opposed to the starting of the factory into 
which he and others had put good money in 
order to help Mr. Chambers. There is nota 
demand for window glass.to justify a start. 
Instead of there being 2,000 or 3,000 per. 
mits out for building Aug. 1, there were not 
100; consequently there is no demand. 

Mr. Kimball also said at present prices he 
can buy French or Belgiam goods laid down 
in Chicago as cheap as he can buy or make it 
If the workers do not soon see this 
the foreign article will supersede much of the 
domestic and throw many men out of em- 
ployment. 
H. A. Newkirk, representing the branch of.- 
fice of the Chambers Glass company, said: 
James A. Chambers, President of our company, 
called the Wage committee of the manufacttir- 
ers together by telegraph, said his intention was 
to start whether a reduction of wages was ob- 
tained or not, and resigned as Chairman of that 
committee. There was nothing binding upon 
any manufacturer to keep him from starting, as 
the clause in the resolution signed by the manu- 
facturers reads as foliows:

Said a banker:

The last of the 206 persons who have re- 
ceived $1.000 each during'the last two years 
invested less than $40, including initiation 
fees.

Here is 
where the element.of chance comes into the 
scheme, according to the postal. authorities, 
as, if the chance of making a winning was 
taken out of the regular order, the scheme 
would fall flat. The originators say they 
have taken out the chance part by re- 
solving their theory down to a simple 
question of mathematics. The last of the 
206 bonds paid was numbered 1,285 and 
Inspector Stuart figures that there were 308 
lapses. This lapse question is the great point 
dwelt upon by canvassers for subscribers, 
who lay stress upon the added element of un- 
certainty because of these lapses. 

Time and again the heads of the Depart- 
ment of Justice and Postoffice Department at 
Washington have looked into the ints in- 
volved, but it is only recently that evidence of 
sufficient weight could be obtained upon 
which criminal! prosecution could successfully 
rest. Through the agency of the inspection 
bureau of the Chicago office the whole inner 
history of the company was secured, in- 
cluding certified copies of a large portion of 
its official records and other data which will 
enable the District-Attorney to get right down 
to the very soul of the scheme. 


District-Attorney Talks. 


District-Attorney Milchrist said yesterday: 

If the officers of the company shonld offer to 
distribute the money in equal proportions a man 
of common business capacity would laugh at the 
roposition, but the schemes are made al. uring 
oe making it possible to get sums of money in 
a short time out of a!!l proportion to the 
amount invested. To illustrate: 1,000 men pa 
in $1,250, the company retains $250 for itself, 
and gives the remaining $1,000 to one of the re- 
maining 1,000 men. leaving #99 of the investors 
with nothing out of the payment. This payment 
to one of the 1,000 may be made in a month or 
two. The 999 goon paying their monthly dues 
till another gets $1,000, and so on ad libitum. 
Eliminate the chance of getting $1,000 in @ short 
time upon the payment of a small sum and 
the business would inevitably cease. These 
companies could not do business except by hold- 
ing out to the public alluring hope of having 
awarded to them what is termed lucky numbers, 
entitling the holder to payment at earlier dates. 
The application for bonds of certificates, it is 
true, is sent in to headquarters and numbered 
consecutively im numerical order as they arrive, 
but atthe time the purchase is made it is not 
known what number will be awarded to any 
given purchaser, and herein lies the chance. 


Indicted Men Wall Surrender. 


Ex-President J. G. Talbot is not in the city. 
but it is said that he will return at once, along 
with the other non-resident officers of the con- 
cern. They will surrender themselves, and 
bail will be fixed for their appearance at the 
trial in the United States Court. The _ indict- 
ments caused a decided flutter im its offices at 
No, 200 to 214 Adams Express Building. 
Most of the indicted men clustered in Presi- 
dent McDonald’s office and earnestly dis- 
cussed the situation. Several officials said 
the indictment was a shock, but President 
Me Donald said: 

Surprised? Nota bit of it. Why, this indict- 
ment is our own doing. We wanted it and asked 
for it. Wehave been debarred from the use of 
the money order department of the Postoflice 
and we want to find out if that order is legal.

Guarantee Investment Company’s Opera- 
tions at Other Points.

FEAR FOR HIS SAFETY 


DEPOSITORS THREATEN TO LYNOH 
EX-OASHIER KOETTING. 


Officers Who Are Bringing Him Back to 
Milwaukee Taking Extreme Precau-— 
tions to Prevent His Being Taken from 
Them—Wells-Fargo Express Company 
Clerk Absconds with a Shortage of Pos- 
sibly $10,000—Woman Becomes 4 
Maniac in Court at St, Louis. 


Mitwavxer, Wis., Oct. 16.—[Special.]— 
Judge Johnson today notified Chief of Police 
Janssen and Sheriff Dunn that there was talk 
of organizing a mob among the depositors of 
the South Side Savings Bank to lynch John 
B. Koetting, the cashier of the defunct bank, 
when he is brought back from Mexico. He 
warned them to be prepared to meet such an 
emergency. The time of Koetting’s arrival 
wiil be kept secret and the jail will be strongly 
guarded after he is placed there. 

The charges against Capt. Peterson of the 
Milwaukee life-saving station have been cor- 
roborated in a second investigation conducted 
by Capt. Abbey of New York, and he is asked 
to resign. Among the charges against Capt. 
Peterson were that he appropriated coal and 
other property of the government to his own 
use. These charges he admitted. There was 
also some strong testimony to the effect that 
Capt. Peterson was intoxicated on the day 
that ten men were drowned at the crib last 
spring. Capt. Peterson has been in charge of 
the Milwaukee station about ten years and 
during that time performed several brave and 
heroic acts in saving life. 

The completion of Milwaukee’s new water- 
works intake promises to result in a big 
lawsuit. Under the authority granted by the 
Common Council thig afternoon the Board 
of Public Works will tomorrow suspend the 
contract with Shailer & Schnigiau of Chicago 
for building the new intake and the work will 
be completed by the city. The Chicago con- 
tractors and their bondsmen will be asked to 
stand the additional expense, which they are 
not at all likely to do, and the result will be a 
lawsuit. The tunnel under the lake is about 
half completed. The Chicago contractors 
were unfortunate from the start and work 
has been practically suspended since the ac- 
cident last spring at the crib, which resulted 
in the death of ten of their men. Shailer & 
Schpiglau maintain that the contract as origi- 
nally planned cannot be carried out because 
this was refused, and now the city will under- 
take to complete the tunnel as originally in- 
tended.

Shortage in His Accounts at Cincinnati 
May Exceed, It Is Said, $10,000, 

Crycinyaqi, O., Oct. 16.—[Special.]—A 
shortage that may exceed $10.000 has been 
discovered in the local office of the Wells-Far- 
go Express company, and Money Order Clerk 
William R. Orchard is a fugitive. He left 
Saturday night for Chicago, and all trace has 
been lost. He is 32 years old, and hus been a 
trusted employé for seven years, having been 
transferred from Toledo to this city. A $30 ' 
discrepancy aroused Supt. Earl’s suspicions, 
and a glance at Orchard’s books showed near 
ly $500 shortage in four days. Earl stated 
tonight that the embezzlement was serious 
and had been going on for several months. 
Orchard kept close to his desk, but in sport- 
ing'circles was known as a high roller both 
at cards and the races. Orchard’s bond was 
furnished by a guarantee company.

They Secure the Indorsement of Director- 
General Davis and the American Ex- 
hibiters to a Resolution Sent to Con- 
gressman Durborow—Decide to Close 
the Fair Oct. 30—Council of Administra- 
tion Orders a Program for Columbus 
Day. 

Mrs. Potter Palmer, President of the Board 
fof Lady Managers, and Mrs. Virginia C. 
Meredith, Chairman of the Executive Com- 
mittee of Awards, think they have outwitted 
John Boyd Thacher’s scheme to prevent the 
lady managers from being authorized by 
Congress to grant honorable mention to ex- 
perts who have contributed to the production 
of exhibits which have received medals and 
diplomas at the Exposition. They havedrawn 
up a new joint resolution, which Congress- 
man Durborow received yesterday and which 
he is asked to present at once. Thelady man- 
agers think it wiil go through, for it is ap- 
proved by Director-General Davis and the 
Board of Directors of the Association of 
American Exhibiters. It was upon the strong 
protests by the American exhibiters to the 
lady managers’ original plan that Mr. Thacher 
hoped to defeat the entire project. When the 

American exhibiters learned just what was 
proposed by the lady managers they fell in 
with the idea. 

The fac-simile plan has been abandoned 
and in its stead are to be given diplomas of 
honorable mention to the skilled workmen. 
The resolution forwarded to Mr, Durborow is 
as follows: 

Resolved, By the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives of the United States of America in 
Congress assembled: 

Sec. 1. That a diploma of honorable mention 
may be conferred upon designers, inventors, and 
expert artisans who have assisted in the produc- 
tion and perfections of such exhibits as are 
awarded medals and diplomas in the World's 
Columbian Exposition, or are formally com- 
mended by the Director-General thereof; and 
authority is hereby given to the Board of Lady 
Managers, acting in conjunction with the Asso- 
ciated American Exhibiters, to present said 
diplomas of honorable mention to said designers, 
inventors, and expert artisans whenever a cer- 
tificate is filed with said Board of Lady Man- 
agers’ by an exhiviter who has received a 
medal and diploma, or the formal commen- 
dation of the Director-General, setting forth the 
name or names of designers, inventors, and ex- 
pert artisans who have assisted in the produc- 
tion and perfection of the exhibit for which said 
medal and diploma were awarded or commenda- 
tion made; the expense thereof to be paid from 
the sum of $100,000 appropriated by an “act 
approved March 3, 1893, making appropriations 
fog sundry civil expenses of the government for 
tie fiscal year ending June 30, 1894, and for 
other purposes,’’ for the payment of judges, ex- 
aminers. and members of the committees to 
appointed by the Board of Lady Managers, as 
auth srized by Sec. 6 of an act approved April 25, 
1890, authorizing the World’s Columbian Ex- 
position and appropriating money therefor. 

The general details of the system under 
which the awards are to be made, their per- 
fection and execution, are to be in the hands 
of acommittee consisting.of Mrs. Palmer, 
President of the Woman’s Board, and four 
members of the board, with a like committee 
with Maj. Pangborn, President-of exhibiters, 
at its head, Mrs. Palmer being Chairman of 
the joint committee. 

The exact nature of the diploma has not 
been determined upon, but it is the intention 
to have it 10x14 inches and lithographed, and 
the following form has been prepared: 

Bride & Co. having certified that James Smith, 
by skillin design, assisted in the production of 
the exhibit which received an award, is entitled 
by the act of Congress in recognition of his skill 
to this diploma of honorable mention, and in ac- 
cordance with the provision of said act of Con- 
gress the seal of e lady managers is hereto 
affixed. 

The lady managers will send notices to ex- 
hibiters asking them to submit the names of 
experts contributing to the exhibits. This 
plan now suits the American exhibiters, a 
large number of whom yesterday telegraphed 
Congressmen from their several States to aid 
in the passage of the new Durborow resolu- 
tion. 


DECIDES TO CLOSE THE FAIR OCT, 30. 


Executive Committee Also Arranges for a 
Big Chrysanthemum Show. 

The Fair will close Oct. 30. The Executive 
committee so decided last night. The demo- 
lition committee appointed to submit a plan 
for winding up the affairs of the Exposition 
reported in favor of retaining the guards, 
secret service, and fire department through 
November. It hadelittle more to suggest last 
night, but will meet again tonight for further 
conference, The members all think it a pity 
to end the big show, but say it must be closed. 
Visitors will be admitted after Nov. 1 and the 
admission fee, itis understood, will remain 
the same. 

It was determined that a chrysanthemum 
show shall be given in the south end of the 
Horticultural Building after the Fair, The 
show will extend from Nov. 6 to Nov. 14, and 
the projectors promise it shall be the greatest 
chrysanthemum show ever given. It is backed 
by the National Society of American Florists, 
whose membership extends from the northern 
to the southern end of: the continent. 
The committee in charge of the ar- 
rangements consists of Robert Craig of Phila- 
delphia, E. G. Hill of Richmond, Ind., and 
James Dean of New York. The admission 
fee to the Horticultural Building is to be 25 
cents,and until the costof the premiums 
($6,000) has been taken in the Exposition 
company will receive nothing. After that 
time the receipts are to be shared equally. 
The Executive committee has agreed to give 
forty-four medals and diplomas and George 
W. Childs of Philadelphia guarantees that 
$6,000 more of prizes will be distributed. 
The judges are to be'Edwin Lonsdale of Phil- 
adelphia, ex-President of the National Chrys- 
anthemum Society, and the present incumbent 
of that office, Elijah A. Wood of Boston. 


ORDERS PLANS FOR COLUMBUS DAY. 


Council of ‘Administration Takes Formal 
Action Regarding Oct. 30. 

The Council of Administration yesterday 

adopted an order designating Oct. 30 as Co- 
lumbus day in accordance with the action of 
the Board of Directors, as follows: 
[) Ordered, That Oct. 30, Columbus day, be com- 
memorated and observed by functions and cere- 
monies appropriate to such designation, anc 
properly befitting the closing day of the Exposi- 
tion, and that the Director-General shall forth- 
with proclaim the same in a proper official order ;

Ordered, That the Director of Functions and 
Decoration shall immediately address himself to

DENY CONSPIRACY TO BUY “JOURNAL.” 


Wilson, Thompson, and Hutchinson File 
Answers in Shuman Suit, 

In the case of Lucy D. Shuman, widow of 
the late Andrew Shuman, against John B. 
Wilson, Slason Thompson, William A. Hutch- 
inson, and the Chicago Evening Journal and 
others, to set aside the recent sale of the news- 
paper property to Samuel F. Farrar for 
$163,000, the three defendants filed their 
answer in the Circuit Court yesterday. The 
answer differs from the complaint in being 
under oath and denies most sweepingly all 
allegations to the effect that the sale was in 
pursuance of a conspiracy of the three re- 
spondents or that the sale was for the pur- 
pose of enabling the directors to be- 
come purchasers of the property or 
to continue themselves in the control and 
management of the corporation. It denies 
that there was any agreement or understand- 
ing made with Mr. Farrar before the sale or 
atany other time to continue Mr. Wilson as 
ee een Mr, Thompson as editor, or Mr. 

utchinson as business manager of the paper. 
It also denies that the property was sacrificed 
at the sale and alleges that it was sold for a 
fair and reasonabie consideration. The an- 
swer recites all the details of the sale, the 
policy of the stockholders, and how the 


paper has been cond ucted since S. F, 
Farrar took possession. Mr. Farrar 
also filed his answer to the bill. 


He expressly denies any claim or charge that 
his purchase was in pursuance of any ree- 
ment or understanding with defendants, John 
R. Wilson, Slason Thompson, or William A. 
Hutchinson. John R. Wilson, publisher of 
the Journal, also filed his answer to the cross 
bill of W. K. Sullivan. He denies responsi- 
bility for the embezzlement of Journal funds 
by its cashier and bookkeeper during his joint 
directorship with Mr. Sullivan and the late 
Andrew Shuman, and alleges that Mr, Sulli- 
van has at all times had free and full access 
to all the pooks and papers of the company. 
The amount of the embezzlement is admitted 
to have been $29,000, and Wilson charges 
that the prosecution of theembezzlers Ashiey 
and Whaley has ®een hindered and delayed 
by the attitude of Sullivan towards the de- 
fendant.

The following program was decided upon: 
At 12:30 p. m. all New-Yorkers will ren- 
dezvous at. the New York State Building, where 
all who have not already been presented with 
badges will be provided with them. A half 
hour later, at Festivai Hall, oratory and music 
will be provided by famous New York men 
And woméh. Speeches will be made by 
Chauncey Depew, Mayor Gilroy, Gen. Horace 
Porter, Seth Low, and Frederick R. Coudert. 
A poem, by Joseph I.C. Clarke of the New 
York Morning Journal, will be recited by 
Miss Agnes Booth. The Arion Society wii} 
sing, and eminent clergymen will offer invo- 
cations. The Old Guard of New York will 
parade, escorted by some of Chicago’s crack 
organizations. 

n the evening there will be illuminations 
and fireworks and nothing else. Every build- 
ing will be open and extra illuminations: will 
be provided for. The Fuir officials have been 
liberal in. this matter and the New-Yorkers 
are raising money toassist. It is the purpose 
of the New York committee to have the en- 
tire evening devoted to sight-seeing and 
amusements. This on account of the fact 
that the people who come will have journeyed 
a great way and will have not much time to 
spare, 

Purely a Military Parade. 

The parade in the afternoon will be purely 
military and the New-Yorkers do not deem it 
expedient to have any floats. Gen. Wheeler, 
commanding the I. N. G., has promised the 
First Regiment as an escort to the Old Guard 
of New York. The latter will come with 100 
members strong, with a band of fifty-five 
pieces and a drum cor of twenty-five. 
When ¢hey arrive they will be met by the First 
Regiment and escorted to their hotel. During 
the day at the Fair the Chicago Hussars 
under Capt. Brand will act asa special guard 
of honor. The various military organizations 
will rendezvous at. the terminal plaza, 
whence the parade will start. When it reaches 
the New York State Building it will be re- 
ceived by Mayor Gilroy and others. The 
parade will start at 3:30 p. m. 

The Sons of Chicago will march in a body, 
and as there are over 600 of them they will 
make a fine display. Each member will wear 
a black silk hat anda black suit.

Tue statement of condition of the national 
banks in the City of New York for two weeks 
ago shows a gratifying strengthening from the 
weak conditions that prevailed during the 
‘sutamer.

These and re- 
turns from other ake do not indicate the full 
extent of the improvement from the lowest 
point, which was considerably below that of 
the reported date in July. 


Tur stocks of grain in Chicago elevators 
last Saturday evening were 18,942,000 
bushels of wheat, 2,734,000 bushels of corn, 
921,000 bushels of oats, 207,000 bushels 
of rye, and 135,000 bushels of barley. Total, 
22,939,000 bushels of all kinds of grain, 
against 17,5632.000 bushels a yearago.

THE CHILDREN AT THE FAIR. 

The intense desire of the children to see the 
Fair is illustrated by the interesting advent- 
ures of 6 and 7 year-old Bertie and Johnnie 
Lowe, who anticipated the school vacation by 
running away from home with 14 cents be- 
tween them. By a system of discreet finan- 
ciering, which would have been impossible to 
children of a larger growth, they not only 
managed to get into the Fair grounds, but 
quite thoroughly did the Midway Plaisance. 
With the instincts of tender youth their base 
of operations was the Ferris Wheel and 
thence they successively accomplished the 
ice coast, Hayenbeck’s, Old Vienna, the Bed- 
ouins, and several theaters of a doubtful 
sort, and probably would have taken in the 
whole plaisance had not night overtaken 
them in a stranded condition. Even then 
fortune was propitious and the friendly po- 
lice cared for them until morning, when they 
were returned to their distant North Side 
home none the worse for their diaplay of 
Chicago grit and get there. 

Their adventures, as we have said, illustrate 
the determination of Chicago youngsters to 
see the Fair if they have only half a chance, 
and they further indicate the particular sec- 
tion of the Fair toward which youth will tend 
if it have its own way. We have not much 
faith in the educational influence the exhibit 
buildings may have for thechildren. They get 
all the education they want ini the schools and 
a little more than the norma! boy or gir! wants. 
It never has occurred to them that vacations 
are granted for educational purposes. Enter- 
tainment is their idea of the object of a vaca- 
tion, and consequently we may anticipate see- 
ing this week the youthful current swarming 
into the Midway to see the wheel go round or 
watch the Hagenbeck animals. Whatever 
part of it gets into the park proper mainly 
will be found on the battleship, the caravels, 
the Viking boat, and the whaler, or with its 
face flattened against the glass tanks in the 
aquarium. It will fight shy of thle educational 
buildings. It is going to the park for fun. and 
in all probability much the larger part of it 
will make life as well as themselves a burden 
to the donkeys and camels in Cairo street. 

This is right and natural and it is fortunate 
that the generosity of private citizens and the 
well-to-do parents of scholars has made it 
possible for all the poorer children to have an 
outing this week and to see the Fair in its en- 
tirety, if they are so disposed, for the average 
youngster will get over the whole ground in a 
day even without the assistance of a gospel 
chair-pusher and his sharp eyes wiil see all he 
wants to see. It is pleasant also to note that 
by the efforts of some thoughtful ladies the 
waifs of the city will have a day and that they

their own band and with plenty of attendants 
to preserve the buildings from destruction at 
their hands and the visitors from being run 
down by them, once they get through the 
spindles and make their Goth and Hun rush 
into the White City.

SILVER IN INDIA, 

It is reported from London that the finan- 
cial requirements of India may haveto be 
met witha gold loan. Few movements of 
silver are reported, and the recent large ship- 
ments of bullion were made on old contracts. 
The silver demand for Indian account has 
fallen off, and the inquiry for future delivery 
is mostly for Japan. It is stated from the 
Simla mint that the decline in the imports of 
silver there is accompanied by greater firm- 
ness in the market, the exchange price of the 
rupee having risen to 154 pence, or less than 
5 per cent below the 16 pence fixed on by the 
government previous to the “ slump ”’ of the 
last week in June. 

In other words, now that the free coinage of 
silver has been stopped in India the quantity 
of silver offered for sale is less in excess of the 
wants of the Indian people than it was pre- 
vious to four months ago. These conditions 
indicate that by keeping out of the Indian 
mint American and Mexican silver the Brit- 
ish Government probably will be able to fix 
the exchange value of the rupee at-the 16 
pence decided on last June and gradually 
thereafter higher. Of course if present events 
favor that the government may be expected 
to persevere in its policy. If it does so then 
where will the silver miners of various coun- 
tries find a market for their metal? What will 
they do with their product? The Chinese 
market is a very small one, the mass of the 
people there being very poor handle no other 
inoney than the “cash,” which is made of 
metal of little more intrinsic value than cap- 
per. Hence, if the silver miners are deprived 
of the large market hitherto furnished by 
India they will find their product banked up 
athome. In the absence of any outlet the 
proposed free silver coinage could not pre- 
vent the value of the metal from continuing 
to fall in this country. The silver dollar con- 
taining 37144 grains of the pure metal would 
decline from the 58 cents of the present to 
57, then to 56 cents, and might drop into the 
40s with a further increase of production and 


a further cheapening of the processes by which 
it is produced. . 


There need be little doubt that as much 


silver could be offered at these reduced figures 


as would be wanted by the American people. 
The prime cost of silver alone is one thing. 
Its cost, when the. value of what have been 
hitherto called “ by products ’’—meaning the 
admixture of gold, copper, lead, etc.—is 
taken into the account, is a widely different 
one, Counting in the gold, the lead, etc., as 
well as the silver, the latter can now be sold 
at a profit at 74 cents per ounce by several of 
the largest mines in the Rocky Mountain 
region and by not a few of the rich mines of 
Mexico. 

Surely in view of these facts it is high time 
for the people of the United States to 
bethink themselves of the probable con- 
sequences of persistence in the policy 
of increasing. their load of silver at 
a rapid rate. The only prudent course 
would be to stop the silver purchases and 
then see what can be done to keep our 500 
millions of silver now in hand from slumping 
to the silver standard, where its buying power 
would be reduced by nearly one-half of every 
dollar, with the prospect of a further fall in 
the near future, 


INTERNATIONAL SILVER CONFERENCE 
OR NOT? 

Some months ago President Cleveland noti- 
fied the various governments which had been 
represented at the Brussels conference that he 
would not ask for the reconvening of the con- 
ference till early in November. Since then 
nothing definite has been heard in regard to 
the matter, though it is whispered that the 
Cabinet at Washington has had the subject un- 
der consideration within the last few days. 
The London Statist refers to President Cleve- 
land’s letter to Gov. Northen as implying an 
expectation on his part that something can be 
accomplished by international negotiation, 
and it is not unlikely that the President had 
some thought of this when he asked Congress 
to repeal the purchasing clause in the Sher- 
man law. 

Now, it does not seem probable that the 
conference will be asked to reconvene, at 
least not within the time specified, The fili- 
bustering course pursued. in the Senate must 
be construed by many people abroad as a 
proof that the United States cannot at present 
agree on a settled policy in regard to silver, 
and the administration is unable to offer any 
reasonable assurance that a policy can be 
agreed upon. While this uncertainty exists it 
would be useless to call on the conference to 
take up the}matter, as it is well understood 
there is little of foreign desire to take a new 
departure except in following an indication 
presented by the United States. The civilized 
governments of the Old World have made up 
their minds in regard to silver for their own 
peoples, and seem to have no reason to change 
in the absence of new arguments which will 
be addressed directly to them or the interests 
of the people under them. They can have no 
motive for change unless that furnished by us, 
and if we show that we do not know our own 
minds on the subject they will be all the more 
content to let things continue in their present 
course. 

So the alleged friends of silver in the Sen- 
ate are really playing a cutthroat game and 
the ‘throat is that of the silver cause which 
they affect to be working for. They are do. 
ing their worst to prevent the administration 
from telling the’governments of Europe that 
it has now a settled policy which they must 
approve as sensible and asking them to join 
in an effort to devise means for extending the 
use of silver without detriment to themselves 
or others. While this disgraceful deadlock 
continues the President can do nothing. His 
hands are tied. Tacitly if not openly he 
must confess that his country has no policy 
to present and advocate, that the dishonest 
element is sq strong here as to render it im- 
possible to submit a policy that does not de- 
serve to be scouted by honest men all over 
the world. And this makes the chances for 
success in the future decidedly problematical. 
The congress adjourned to mieet last May 30. 
The meeting was not held because President 
Cleveland notified the other parties that he 
would not ask for the reconvening till early 
in next month. Common courtesy requires 
that such meeting should be calléd right away, 
if at all. Common prudence dictates that it 
be not called under present conditions, and 
common sense will doubt a favorable response 
if the call be issued after the s@gond failure to 
keep an engagement. The extreme silver 
monometallists are to blame for this. They 
will be to blame for subsequent failure to ob- 
tain concurrent action by other governments. 
They are proving that their motto is ** rule or 
ruin,’ and apparently they do not care who 
or how many are ruined if they can guin their 
point. 

TO BURN PULVERIZED COAL. 

Herr Krupp, the man of world-wide artillery 
fame, is credited with the construction of an 
experimental furnace for the burning of coal 
that has been reduced to an impalpable 
powder. The idea is not a new one, but its 
actualization has been retarded by the cost of 
effecfing the reduction. The idea is to spray 
the coal dust into the flame in the same way 
that petroleum is now used in some furnaces, 
and with the best of results. But the ordinary 
coal dust will not do for this. The particles 
must all be reduced to the same (small) size 
or the flames will not attack them with equal 
facility, and the larger. will escape without 
having yielded up all their force for the pro- 
duction of steam. 

The cost of effecting a uniform pulveriza- 
tion is not the only difficulty to be overcome 
or made amends for, One objection is that 
the fire has to be started in the old way, by 
means of wood or other combustible, till suf- 
ficient steam has been generated to set in op- 
eration the blowers that spray the dust into 
the flame. Aliso it is said to have been found 
necessary hitherto to use in the blast much 
more than the 150 cubic feet of air necessary 
to the perfect combustion of one pound of 
the fuel, the consequence being a cooling and 
wasting of heat that should be used in the 
production of steam, And though the proc- 
ess does not involve the formation of the old- 
fashioned clinker, yet the production of ashes 
cannot be avoided so long as the fuel con- 


), tains material which does not burn—namely: 


earthy matter mixed in with the coal. 

How far Herr Krupp has succeeded in meet- 
ing these ,objections is: not stated, but the 
claim is nade that he has found out how to 
obviate that which would appear to be the 
most difficult to deal with—namely: the dis- 
tribution of the ashes broadcast over the fur- 
nace to the-detriment of the operations it is 
desired to have in progress. His plan is being 
tried in some of the North German Lloyd 
steamers, the dust being burned directly under 
the boilers. The dust falls from a large iron 
bucket through a pipe upon a sieve, which is 
adjusted to let through a large or small quan- 
tity of the dust, as may be desired. Tho ma- 
terial passes from the sieve to iron bars so 
adjusted as°to form little furrows on iron 


plates fixed in a position to slope towards the, 


interior of the furnace, An air blast catches 
the dust as it falls from these plates and sprays 
it through the furnace. 

Of course it will be understood the object 
of this arrangement is to get out of the fuel 
all the heat there is in it. Nothing more. 
The scientific man does not expect to be able 
to go beyond that and counts on giving up 
some of the force in the fuel to the productic 


through the flame with the requisite quantity 
of air, so that every particle can combine 


with the needed oxygen before the draft has: 


carried it into a region where the temperature 
is not sufficiently high for the chemical com- 
bination, without which the fuel does not yield 
up its contained heat. The great trouble with 
fuel in the ordinary form in which it is used 
is that a considerable proportion of the com- 
bustible matter gets away from the suffi- 
ciently hot region in the furnace before the 
oxygen has met with its individual particles. 
All the arrangements of hot-air blasts, steam 
‘jets, double furnaces, etc., are aimed atethe 
accomplishment of this result, and this only 
if the aimer be one of those scientific men 
who know it is absurd to try to get out of the 
material used more fomce than has been put 
into it by mother nature. So the great ques- 
tion in regard to the use of pulverized coal 
for the production of steam is how the cost of 
effecting the comminution and applying the 
material compares with the saving of fuel 
thus effected over combustion by the best of 
other practical methods.

WHAT SHALL BE DONE WITH THE SIL- 
VER! 

There have been coined 419,000,000 silver 
dollars, 61,600,000 of which are in actual 
circulation, while most of the remaining 
357,400,000 are represented by silver certifi- 
cates. Each of these dollars is worth now 
intrinsically about 58 cents. There is in the 
Treasury uncoined bar silver which cost, 
when purchased, $122,000,000, but which is 
now worth, owing to the depreciation in sil- 
ver, some $50,000,000 less than that. Against 
that bar silver and 30,000,000 of silver dol- 
lars not represented by certificates there are 
outstanding Sherman Treasury notes to the 
amount of $150,000,000. If the available 
silver could be used to redeem them on the 
basis of a gold dollar’s worth of silver for 
each dollar in paper—which cannot be done 
under existing laws—there would not be silver 
enough for that purpose because subsidiary 
silver to the amount of $77,000,000 has been 
coined out of those bullion purchases, of 
which $64,000,000 is in circulation. 

It will be seen. therefore, that there is near- 
ly half a billion of coined silver worth nom- 
inally 100 cents to the dollar, but worth in- 
trinsically 58 cents, which must be,kept at 
par with gold, or not merely will that coined 
silver drop nearly one-half, to its bullion 
value, but, which is far more serious, the 
credits of the entire country will be scaled 
down nearly one-half. How is that parity to 
be preserved? This is a question for states- 
men to deal with. 

The shortest way is (1) to lay in a stock of 
gold large enough to satisfy the people that 
the coined silver, or the paper which repre- 
sents it (and the paper which was paid to the 
silver mine owners for their bullion on the 
basis of a gold dollar’s worth of silver for 
every gold dollar paid out), will always be 
kept at par with gold. No one will then dread 
five or six hundred millions of silver worth 
intrinsically but half its face, and therefore 
half credit money, so long as there is svuffi- 
cient gold to redeem it in when desired by 
the holders. If there is plenty of gold in 
sight no one will ask to have a certificate re- 
deemed unless he needs the gold and cannot 
conveniently get it from the banks. 

Or (2) the government can sell from time 
to time as opportunity offers the bar silver 
which is a dead asset and convert it into gold. 
The government will be a loser, of course, by 
the operation, but it will get gold enough to 
serve as a reserve to keep at par all the Treas- 
ury notes. Or (8) it can get rid of that silver 
by redeeming witha gold dollar’s worth of 
silver all the Treasury notes presented for re- 
demption, and by, providing that if silver thus 
paid out is replaced with the same kind of 
metal it must be used for money only in ac- 
cordance with the Windom plan. Had that 
plan been incorporated in the law of 1890 the 
Treasury would not be lumbered up with dead 
metal as it is now. 

Or, finally, the government can continue re- 
deeming its silver certificates as long as iis 
stock of Treasury gold holds out, and when 
that ig gone then fall back on its enormous 
stock of silver dollars and redeem its certifi- 
cates and greenbacks in the ‘‘ White money” 
worth intrinsically only 58 cents when unsup- 
ported with gold. 

Then when the importers want to pay for 
goods they will take the silver to the bankers 
and brokers and sell it for gold exchange to 
remit to Europe. The price paid for it in 
gold will be its builion value in Londen, less 
commissions and cost of shipment there. 
Those eales will instantly fix the commercial 
value or purchasing power of the money all 
over the United States at the London bullion 
value of the si! verin the dollar. Then the fabric 
of national credit. will come down to the sil- 
ver level and private credit will tumble to the 
ground. Then the fiatists and free silverites 
will be happy.

: NO RUMPUS, 

Some silly yarns have been telegraphed 
from Chicago about an alleged rumpus at the 
World’s Fair banquet last week occasioned, 
as itis alleged, by Lord Mayor Shanks of 
Dublin, and a Canadian Tory paper, the 
Toronto Empire, commenting on the false re- 
port remarks: 


The Lord Mayor of Dublin evidently went to 
Chicago with the idea that he was patrcnizing an 
exclusively Irish celebration in which the Ameri- 
can people bore only 4 subsidiary part, and that 
while there it was expected of him that he should 
belittle England and Englishmen as much as 
possible. 


All this is ridiculous. Lord Mayor Shanks 
while in Chicago has comported himself with 
dignity. He has not tried to belittle English- 
men. He has merely made a dignified stand 
for the recognition of his own country as the 
circumstances out of which the report of the 
alleged rumpus at the banquet was made fully 
show. It appears that in the printed program 
there was atoast, *‘Great Britain and Her 
Colonies.’’ That was responded to by Mr. 
O’ Driscoll, an Irish M. P.,.Swho was careful 
to expand the subject of the toast to the Brit- 
ish islands and their colonies. Later on Lord 
Mayor Shanks was asked to respond toa toast 
which was not on the printed program, “ Ire. 
land.”” He didso and took occasion to say 
that Ireland might well be included in a 
previous toast. There was no such nation, he 
said, as ** Great Britain,’ and ‘* Great Britain ”’ 
had no colonies. The nation was Great 
Britain and Ireland, usually called the United 
Kingdom of, etc., which had colonies. In view 
of the fact that Ireland contributed Governors 
and statesmen to most of the colonies, he said 
in a bantering tone, it was invidious to omit 
her from the toast. Mr. Shanks was cheered. 
The speech was wel! received, and his sugges- 
tion that when Chicago bad another World's 
Fair Ireland would have her own local Parlia- 
ment and would have an exhibit of her own 
was loudly applauded. There was no rumpus. 
Mr. Shanks’ protest was dignified, made in 
the best spirit, and was courteously if not en- 
thusiastically received. So much for the wild- 
eyed Canadian organ’s sensation.

He has failed in Chicago, where even a_ good 
business manager could not save him, and was 
started on the road to success by that same busi- 
ness manager in New York. 

Mr. Isaac W. England, a very competent busi- 
ness-man, who was the manager of the New York 
Sun, was city editor, and not ‘business manager, 
when Mr, Dana was editor of the Republican. 
Mr. Dana's failure, if such itcan be called, was 
due to the persistent hostility of the then busi- 
ness manager, who had the ear of the majority of 
the stockholders, He was exceedingly anxious 
to freeze Mr. Dana out, and succeeded therein. 
The latter had absolutely no control over the 
paper of which he was the nominal head. If he 
ordered dispatches they were countermanded by 
the business manager, who went even farther 
than that and wrote and inserted editorials when 
he felt inclined to do so, without consultation 
with the editor-in-chief. Under the circum- 
stances there was nothing left for Mr. Dana to do 
but to retire, which he did in 1866. Doubtless 
the Sun would not have been as bitter against 
Chicago as it has been were it not for Mr. Dana’s 
unpleasant experiences here over a quarter of a 
century ago, but he was not responsible for the 
failure of the Republican. The counting-room 
alone was at fault.

Chicago playgoers have seen the delicate-handed 
Richelieu of actor; and some time they will 
see his Wolsey; but they never will see a more 
poetical churchman than the strong-willed Saxon 
ecclesiastic who cha last night the cause 
of God in the twelfth century in England. In 
the impersonation of Becket Henry Irving real- 
ized Bulwer Lytton's ideal of 

* The power that in the tron age 

Burst forth to curb the great and raise the low.” 

The actor in the robes of the Archbishop often 
looked like Dante; he might have pesed for a 
sculptor or a painter. The whole performance 
as well as the principal part was chiefly an ap- 
peal to the eye. In the first act, in which Henry 
II: and Becket play their game of chess, there 
is a beautiful perspective, with an atmosphere that 
is invigorating. There is something that is sen- 
sational and melodrainatic in the appearances of 
Rosamund at critical periods of the Archbishop's 
career; but Mr. Irving manages these incidents 
with admirable taste and skill. Nothing can be 
less theatrica) than his interference when he de- 
fends Rosamund against the uplifted dagger of 
Eleanor. Notwithstanding thé fine taste dis- 
played by Mr. Irving and his associates, the 
dramatic interest of the play is weak, and it is 
evident that the piece could not exist without its 
pictorial accessories. 

Rosamund’s bower is one of the most admirably 
contrived scenes that can be found on the modern 
stage. The green trees melt gradually into a 
background which suggests the freedom and pri- 
vacy of the forest. The last act has not the liber- 
al perspective 6f the other scenes, but it is here 
that the interest culminates in the character of 
Becket. Thére is no brutal realism in the kill- 
ing, although there is every temptation to out- 
rage the modesty of nattfre, 

The impersonatien of Becket by Mr. Irving is a 
marked addition to his -historica) portraits, al- 
though the play itself, considered as a drama, is 
only a success of esteem. The portrayal is a 
high tribute to the asceticism and monasticism 
of the Middle Ages, and is an exaltation of much 
that is inspiring in Christianity. ~ 

Miss Terry was charmingin appearance as well 
asin elocution as Fair Rosamund. She seemed 
to have discovered the secret of youth. If her 
part was not in itself an anomaly she would 
certainly -have made it a great success. 
The delivery of Mr. William Terriss as 
Henry II. was invigorating. The part 
of Eleanor was oppressive for Miss Millward, 
but she rendered it with dash and feeling. A 
precocious child in the character of Rosamund’s 
son, Geoffrey, carried itself with praiseworthy 
discretion, but frequently shattered the illusion. 
Miss Kate Phillips in the modest part of Margery 
lent much sprightliness to several of the serious 
scenes. “ Becket" will be sontinued during the 
week until Saturday night, when “Louis XI.” 
will be revived,

The people who went to the Schiller last 
evening to see Oscar Wilde’s play, ‘** Lady 
Windermere’s Fan,’ went there determined not 
to take him seriously or to believe anything he 
said, and they ended by unanimously judging 
him aclever fellow. They received the piece 
cordially and warmed into enthusiasm frequent- 
ly over Mr. Wilde's amusing ¢ynicisms. If they 
enjoyed the vapid and absurd but at the same 
time amusing social doctrines it is because they 
held aloof from the principles out of which such 
doctrines are adduced. : 

‘“*Lady Windermere’s Fan” isasmart social 
comedy. It deals with a phase of aristocratic 
social life in London which several authors 
would have us believe isatrue picture. The 
women are** women with a past,” as Mr. Wilde 
characterizes them. The men are the creators of 
“pasts.” Ifthe women have not some pecul- 
iarities that debar them from _ reputable 
society they are insipid. If the men are 
endowed with the virtue of faithfulness 
they are weak. These characters assemble 
and talk. Of acting they do little. The flavor is 
of the 3 a. m,. kind, when wine looses its sparkle 
and the cigarette grows stifling. The topic of 
the men’s conversation concerns wine and wom- 
en; the women’s conversation is of scandal and 
other women, as the case may be. It is a round 
of cynicism couched in epigrams that no set of 
human beings would or could utter. Once in a 
while Mr. Wilde lapses into moist-eyed morality 
and preaches lessons of purity with dreadful 
vehemence. Here he besomes interesting but 
less amusing, as the cCialogue is not so bright. 

And, apropos of the dialogue, it ever teems 
with subtlety, and keenness, and wit. It is a 
tournament of words couched in finest English and 
thrust home with brilliant finesse, All Mr.Wilde’s 
companions in playmaking in England must take 
their places behind him when it comes to writing 
clever dialogue. What his characters say is keen 
only on the surface. They will no more bear 
scrutiny than a sieve will hold water. ‘I can re- 
sist everything except temptation,” says Lord 
Augustus. “I think life is far too important a 
thing ever to talk seriously about it,” is the 
remark of the Duchess, and then she adds: 
‘* London is full of women who trust their hus- 
bands; one can always recognize them, they look 
so thoroughly unhappy.” Mr. Graham responds: 
“There is nothing in the world like the devotion 
of a married woman—it is a thing married men 
know nothing about.”” These remarks are all 
adroitly made and they are the bone and sinew 
of ‘‘ Lady Windermero’s Fan.” sut they should 
not be taken seriously, they merely help to make 
the play amusing, 

Whether it is necessary or advisable to parade 
the assumed shortcomings of society on the 
stage is an oft discussed subject. Peopie learn 
enough about such distressing affairs in real life 
without running to the theater forthem.

Toviox, Oct. 16.—The round of fates that 
began almost upon the arrival of the Russian 
fleet at this port is beginning to pall upon the 
residents of the city and upon the thousands 
of visitors from other parts of France. Today 
the streets of the city are comparatively quiet 
and there is an absence of the wild en- 
thusiasm that marked the firsi coming of the 
Russian guests.

RABBIS CHARGED WITH CRUELTY, 


Case Arises Over Killing of Bullocks Ac- 
cording to Hebrew Rites. 

Loxpon, Oct. 16.—A test case which caused 
considerable excitement among the Hebrews 
of the United Kingdom was enged today at 
Aberdeen, where the trial att boen proceed. 
ing for several days. Rabbi Littman and 
Rabbi Zamek were charged with cruelty to 
animals for killing a bullock according to the 
Jewish rites. Several Hebrew doctors and 
others testified that the Jewish method of 
slaughter was less painful than the method 
employed by Christians and that the flesh of 
animals thus slain was healthier than that of 
animals killed by the Christian method. 

The prosecution submitted evidence to show 
that the animal on the killing of which the 
Sult was based lived in conscious agony for 
seven minutes after its throat had been cut. 
Other instances were cited where animals had 
lived longer than’ this after having their 
throats cut. The flesh of animals killed ac. 
cording to the Jewish method underwent, ac- 
cording to the prosecution’s witnesses, morbid 
changes that rendered it unfit for food pur- 
poses, 

Today the magistrate decided that, in view 
of the difference of opinion among the ex- 
perts who had testified, the charge of cruelty 


had not been proven. The rabbis were there- 
fore discharged. 


WEDDING TOUR IN A BALLOON, 


Husband Killed in the Alps and Widow 
Returns Alone. 

Turt, Oct. 16.—Mme. Charbonnet, who 
wentina balloononher wedding tour and 
was thrown out with her husband and his 
friend inthe Italian Alps Oct. 11, arrived 
here today. Her husband, the professional 
aeronaut, is dead. His friend, M. Ponta, is 
recovering slowly from his injuries. Mme. 
Charbofinet says the balloon. struck a 
glacier at3 o'clock inthe afterndon. The 
car wentto pieces and the three occupants 
were thrown out, but were not badly hurt. 
They passed the night in the snow and ice 
among the Cuiramella peaks, their only 
shelter being a tent“eyhich they made from 
the remains of the balloon. When the next 
day broke they began the descent of the 
mountain. They had gone hardly a mile when 
Charbonnet disappeared in a crevasse. Ponta 
and Mme. Charbonnet wandered over the 
glacier for the rest of the day. In the evening 
Ponta felland broke his leg. The couple 
passed asecond nightin the snow and ice, 
and then Mme. Charbonnet went alone down 
the mountain to a hut, where she induced two 
guides togo back after her husband and 
Ponta. Charbonnet’s dead body was found 
at the bottom of the crevasse. Ponta was 
unconscious, but revived after he was takea 
to the hut.

Berit, Oct. 16.—Prof. Dr. Fraenkel has 
announced that he has discovered a typhus 
bacillus. By using this bacillus in vaccina- 
tion, he says, he has produced a rapid, benign 
course of the fever. Prof. Dr. Rumpf has 
cultivated an anti-fever bacillus which, he 
says, will cure typhus in eight days. 

Czarowitz Formally Betrothed, 

The Lokal Anzeiger of Berlin says the Czar- 
owitz was Sunday evening formally be- 
trothed to Princess Victoria, second daughter 
of the Prince of Wales. The Czarowitz of 
Russia, Grand Duke Nicholas, was born May 
18, 1868, and is therefore about two months 
older than Princess Victoria, who was born 
July 6, 1868.

HARMONY ON THE MOROCCO QUESTION 


France and Spain Said to Have Reached an 
Agreement Satisfactory to Each. 

Maprip, Oct. 16.—The French Chargé 
d’Affaires today had another interview with 
Senor Moret, Minister of Foreign Affairs. It 
is understood the interview was a cordial one 
and resulted in an entente between France 
and Spain on the Morocco’question. It is said 
the French Government, through the Chargé 
d’Affaires, indorses the attitude of 
Spain in regard to the necessity of sending a 
military expedition to Morocco, while Spain 
will leave France a free hand ,to deal with 
Morocco on the Algerian frontier question. 
It is understood in consequence of this entente 
being arrived at the loan of £15,000,000 
that Sefor Gamazo, the Spanish Finance 
Minister. unsuccessfully attempted to float in 
Paris in June last will be now issued under 
the tacit approval of the French Government.

The death of Boyle was almost forgotten until 
Evans confessed that it was he who had caused 
his death. Evans was remanded for trial. 


Fatal Riot at Copenhagen. 

COPENHAGEN, Oct. 16,—Rowdies caused a riot 
today in front of the Grenadier Guard barracks 
while recruits were being drafted into the regi- 
ments. Twocivilians who were passing at the 
time were knocked down and stabbed fatally. 
Seven or others were injured. The mounted po- 
lice were summoned, but before they could reach 
the barracks the riot had become so threatening 
that the troops were cailei out and ordered to 
charge with drawn swords. The rioters fled be- 
fore the attack of the soldiers. Many of the 
mob were wounded and several were arrested. 


Jack the Ripper Psychologically Treated. 
Brusse.s, Oct. 16.—Camille Le Monnier, a 
conspicuous Belgian critic and novelist, was 
tried today behind closed doors for having pub- 
lished a psychological study of Jack the Ripper.

THINKS ITS ACTION REVOLUTIONARY, 


Judge Cooley’s Trenchant Denunciation of 
the Senate Minority. 

Ann Arpor, Mich., Oct. 16.—Judge Thomas 
M. Cooley said today with reference to his 
recent statement to ex-Mayor Hodges of Bal- 
timore that the action of the Senate in per- 
mitting the minority to defeat the silver bill 
by avowedly dilatory tactics was subversive 
of the Constitution: 


It is a fundamental principle of representative 
government that the majority shall rule. Fora 
majority of the Senate to concede for any reason 
that a rule of practice in debate or of Senatorial 
courtesy makes it possible for a minority to pre- 
vent legislation by indefinitely protracting de- 
bate is equal to revolution. It is as much revola- 
pet as though accomplished with arms and vio- 

ence. 

At a meeting of the Michigan Political 
Science Association to be held at the Hotel 
Cadillac in -Detroit next week Judge Cooley 
will discuss this question at length. 

New York, Oct. 16.—In reply to an inquiry 
as to what course he thinks the majority of 
the Senate ought to pursue in order to secure

M. Cooley sends to the Evening Post a state- 
ment in which he says: 

Members of the majority should make the 
proper motions looking to definite and final ac-

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IMPOTENT TO VOTE, 


OBJECT LESSONS ON THE WORKINGS 
OF THE SENATE 


-_—_—_——— 


Pian Is to Bring Administration Repealers 
of the Democratic Faith to Realize 
That Compromise or Nothing Is the 
Demand of the Siiverites Who Are in 
ControleTalk of Senators That Leads 
to Nothing=McCreary Chinese Bill 
Amendments Go Through the House. 


Wasurnaron, D, C., Oct. 16.—[Special.]— 
Object lessons on the impoteney of the Amer- 
ican Senate are now being given. No one 
should be deceived as to the purpose. It is to 
bring the administration repealers of the Dem- 
ocratic faith to see that the only program 
which can carty is “* compromise or nothing.” 
The difficulty of meeting all the elements on 
compromise might lead unthinking persons 
to suppose that original conditions have re- 
turned aiid that repeal is near at hand. This 
is misleading. There are nine or ten admin- 
istration Democrate hdlding out against the 
kind of a comptomise that Faulkner, Gor- 
man, and the others insist on as essential” to 
Democratic harmony. So long as they refuse 
to support it the other fifty-three Democrats 
lie back and let the proceedings go on, which 
show their proposition must ultimately be 
adopted. In the meantime tha country is 
reaping the fruits of Democratic supremacy 
with a vengeance. 

Since the present fight ' began there has not 
been a move made by the silverites that was 
not paralleled by the Democrats ia their fight 
against the honest elections bill four years 
ago. Then Gorman, Voorhees, and Carlisle 
himself stood forth defying the rights of the 
majority, They were enthusiastically ap- 
plauded by their party for doing it. Now a 
large number of Democrats and the Senators 
from the silver producing States are consis- 
tent. Itis only half a dozen Democrats, in- 
cluding Voorheés, who have changed and are 
upholding the right of the majority to rule. 

Today’s proceedings were fruitless because 
the administration had sent word that there 
must be a further effort to lay the ghost of the 
compromise proposed by the silverites. The 
ghost was laid temporarily, but it did not fade 
away into the shadow of unconditional re. 


peal. Some of the Senators § took 
hope from the pers#tent fepetition of 
the story started. last week that the 


admipistration would accept a repeal to take 
effect July 1, 1894, or even July 1, 1895. 
This would bea tremendous fluke for Presi- 
dent Cleveland, who called Congress in extra 
session to meet an emergency. This talk is 
traced back to Secretary Carlisle. The Secre- 
tary’s shiftiness on questions of this sort 
makes the Senators want direct information 
from the White House before they put any 
credence in the report. They know the 
President has a convenient way of repudiating 
policies formulated by Carlisle.. But so long 
as the policy itself is not regarded by the sil- 
verites as a satisfactory compromise they 
don’t waste time in discussing it. 
Democrats in Control, 


The situation is now entirely in the hands of 
the Democrats. They themselves so regard 
it and udmit that whatever is done will be on 
their own responsibility. The party is to- 
night dangerously near eplitting wide open. 
This fact will help to bring it together on the 
basis of unconditional repeal. The com- 

romise Democrats say that Democratic 

armony being at stake the ten anti-com- 
promisers must yield to the other thirty-five. 
This they say would be majority rule within 
the party and would enable the majority in 
the Senate to rule. The administration Sena- 
tors say that with the President on their side 
they constitute a majority and that the other 
folks must yield. 

It being generally admitted that fhe Demo- 
cratic majority must decide within itself on a 
policy before there is any chance of a vote, 
soine of the Republican Senators who have 
been in Washington ten weeks supporting the 
President in his recommendation for uncon- 
ditional repeal are gomg home for a rest. 
They will come back whenever their presence 
can accomplish anything. Senator Allison 
expects to leave for lowa Wednesday, as it 
will then be demonstrated that nothing can 
be done in the immediate future. There are 
urgent ealls for Senator Sherman in the Ohio 
campaign and he is likely toheet them. Sen- 
ator Carey is going home to Wyoming be- 
cause of illness in his family. 

The Democratic Senators who represent 
Mr. Cleveland were sounding the Republicans 
today on the possibility of securing a recess 
or an adjournment. A recess would be for 
two weeks while ah adjournment would end 
the extra session and et everything over till 
the regular session. While the personal con- 
venience of the Senators would be consulted 
by a recess they refrained from committing 
themselves. The more experienced ones 
thought the President having called Congress 
together to legislate on a given subject it 
would be unwise to break up without having 
done something. They doubted whether the 
repeal would be any stronger in December 
than it now is and they s.w no way of en- 
abling the majority to rule then any more 
than now unless the Democratic leaders 
would bring in a closure resolution, The sil- 
ver Senators from the West declared if the 
President was ready to retreat they would 
make the retreat as easy as possible and give 
the votes necessary to insure an adjournment. 
This made the adjournment Senators doubt 
the wisdom of such a course. 

The farce tonight was worse than anything 
that has heretofore taken place. The silver- 
ites simply repeuted the tactics which the 
Democrats initiated three years ago. They 
varied their movements of last week by in- 
sisting on the presence of a voting quorum, 
When at 6 o'clock Mr. Voorhees did not make 
a motion to adjourn Pugh on behalf of the 
filibusters did. Voorhees said it was his 
purpose to keep the Senate in session until 10 
o'clock. This having been explained, the 
Senate by 39 to 18 refused to adjourn, and 
Senator Peffer, who had the floor, went on 
with his speech, while several of the Demo- 
crats who had voted against adjournment dis- 
appeared from the Senate Ctamber.

who were not paired responded tothe roll- 
call. Then Peffer went ahead varying his 
speech by quoting **‘Home, Sweet Home.”’ 
The silverites had made it certain that out of 
four hours additional which Voorhees hoped 
to gain at the outside not more than an hour 
and a half could be utilized in debate, 


Leaders All on Hand,

Final Vote Taken on the Chinese Exciu- 
sion Measure.

bill covered the whole question of exclusion 
of the lower forms of Chinese labor from 
this country. He believed public justice 
would be outraged if this bill were not passed. 
He thought it would be impossible to get an 
appropriation to carry out the existing law. 
As a friend of exclusion he thought this 
measure should be enacted into law. 

Mr. Wilson (Rep., Wash.) opposed the bill, 
which, he said, was in some respects the most 
remarkable ever presented to Congress. He 
criticised and denounced the administration 
for its failure to carry out thelaw. The Pres- 
ident had nullified, suppressed, and rendered 
nugatory the laws of the United States. 

Mr. Dinsmore (Dem., Ark.) favored the 
bill. It did not propose to repeal the Geary 
law; it was merely a proposition to extend 
the time within which Chinese might register. 
He had voted for the bill in the Comunittee 
on Foreign Affairs, and he would vote for it 
in the House. 

Mr McCreary closed the debate with a few 
remarks in support of the bill. He did not 
like the Chinese. but he would give them a 
chance to prove their residence and register. 
This great country could afford to be gener- 
ous and fair. He defended the administration 
against adverse criticism, and indorsed every 
action taken by the Executive. 

At 8 o’clock, according to the special order, 
the House ed to vote upon the Mc- 
Creary billand amendments thereto. The 
first amendment called up was that offered 
by Mr. Geary defining a Chinese merchant 
and containing the photographic feature, It 
was agreed to with practical unanimity, the 
vote standing 120 to 10. 

On metion of Mr. Caminetti (Dem., Cal.) 
an amendment was agreed to providi that 
no Chinese person heretofore convic in a 
court of the United States shall be permitted 
to register. | 

The question then recurred on a lengthy 
subject offered by Mr. Mahon (Rep., Pa.), 
the purport of which is that it shall be the 
duty of the master of any vessel carrying all 
Chinesé or other alien immigrants to receive 
a statement from each passenger. Lost. 

The question was then upon the final pas- 
sage of the bill and on a standi vote there

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SMOKE INSPECTOR SANDBAGGED. 


Mystery About the Injuries Sustained by 
Andrew Young. 

Andrew Young, Chief Smoke Inspector for 
the city, lies in a serious condition at his home, 
1095 Wilcox avenue, from severe wounds on 
his head, supposed to have been inflicted by 
sandbaggers last Wednesday or Thursday. 
Mr. Young has not yet. recovered sufficiently 
to fix either the time or. place or give a co- 
herent account of the assault on him. He 
thinks it occurred Wednesday, but the County 
Hospital records show him to have been 
brought there on Thursday by the Harrison 
street police ambulance. Mr, Young also 
thinks he was assaulted at an alley between 
West Madison and West Monroe streets, near 
his home, but that idea dves not 
harmonize with the fact that the 
Harrison street ambulance carried him to the 
hospital, However there is some mystery 
about the case, as there is no record of it at 
the Harrison street police office, and the police 
of the precinct where he lives know nothing 
about it either. According to statements 
made by some of his relatives Mr. Young 
was recovering strength rapidly, and was able 
to dispense with medical aid. Another ac- 
count stated that Dr. Reynolds, ve Officer 
of Health, was attending him, arid that there 
was, still considerable risk from Boon: Fe or 
blood powwoning. If Mr. Young was robbed 
when assaulted it is not believed that the rob- 
bers got much booty, as he was not in the 
habit of carrying any large sum of money.

New York, Oct. 16,—[Special.]—This was 
the opening day of the racing at Linden, and 
it was marked by a tremendous slaughter of 
favorites, only one of the six being success- 
ful. All sorts of long shots bobbed up unex- 
pected winners, and the day’s sport wound up 
with the success of Bolero, a rank outsider at 
50 to 1. The greatest surprise was 
the defeat of Banquet in the sweep- 
stake at a mile and a sixteenth for 
allages. **Mike’’ Dwyer backed him heavily 
and he closed a red-hot favorite at 3 to 5. He 
struggled gamely to she end, but the best he 
could do was to finish second to Sir Matthew. 
Dwyer was also hard hit by the defeat of his 
old sprinter, Kingston, in the opening dash of 
five and a half fnriongs. Kingston was backed 
from 2 to 1 down to 7 to 5, but he was beaten 
out by both Loantaka and Derfargilla. John 
McCafferty’s filly Fatality had a very hollow 
victory over her field in the second race. She 
wasa hotly supported favorite. The issue 
was never in doubt. She galloped at the 


head of her field from flag fall to 
finish, Fatality was entered to ,be 
sold for $500; an unknown man 


bid her up to $3,000. McCafferty then bid an 
additional $5 and retained her. This was first 
blood in a selling race war that bids fair to wage 
at this track. L, Meade of St. Louis was said to 
be the bidder.

There were women 
present who have just returned from crusad- 
ing journeys into far countries. There were 
women who have donea work of equal im- 
portance in the quiet hamlets of this land.

White heads were more 
plentiful than gay bonnets and wrinkied 
faces than rosy cheeks.

teetotal, and for this reason they think more 
highly of its. members than of any other relig- 
ious sect comes to them from the West. 

igh-caste women are total abstainers and they 
oppose Christitnity on no other grounds so 
strongly as because it permits the use of alcohol. 

Altnough women are in subjection they still 
have much powerjin the home and Hindoo men do 
not like to return to their wives with the smell of 
strong drink on their breath. When these women 
learn total abstinence is the basis of the white 

society they will gladly admit the W. 

. T. U. woman to their homes. 

Let me also mention once more that the inten- 
tion of the great polyglot petition seems to have 
been generally understood. It is not supposed 
that it will produce any strong impression upon 
any government, to be refe in the usual par- 
liamentary way to a committee and there remain 
entombed, The object is rather to focus public 
sentiment, and we all know that whatever does 
that is invaluable and speeds the temperance 
cause. The spectacle of a commission 
of honorable and _ distinguished Chris- 
tian women who have given 
lives to the cause of temperance and social 
purity, et a petition with millions of 
names gatiiered up from all quarters of the 
globe, both Christian and pagan, and presenting 
that petition in the largest public hall of a great 
capital, will be reported by the press of a whole 
nation and. will set a myriad brains at work to 


solve the problem: “Why do these women do 
this th What does it mean? How much in 
earnest they mustbe! Ought not we men, who 


have so much more power, 
like that? Is it not unm 
reform to women?” 

In commenting on the address Lady Henry 
Somerret said the British General in charge 
of the army in India made a public apology 
to the women who had made certain state- 
ments regarding the systein of legalized vice 
practiced in India, and the result of the agita- 
tion set on foot was likely to create a new era 
in the whole movement. 

Archbishop Ireland Speaks. 

After the singing of “* Nearer, My God 
to Thee,” Archbishop Irelane was introduc 
by Lady Henry Somerset. He said: 

I did not enter the hall without. deep senti- 
ments of emotion, for I see here saaikenedt legions 
of devated women, resolved to work with their 
best energies in the holy cause of temperance. 
So long as intemperance prevails, .batties of re- 
form in every direction will necessarily be fruit- 
less, for intemperance destroys reason and 
loosens the barriers which God has ccnstructed 
to resist vice and sin. Hence, amongthe many 
congresses, which during the last four or five 
months have assembied in this palace, yours is 
one of the most important, and one pregnant 
with the greatest and most precious results. We 
Americans owe a deep debt of gratitude to these 
noble soldiers of temperance who have crossed 
the ocean in order to bid us be of good cheer and 
to bring us news of the progress of temperance 
in other lands. The contagion of their good 
example will have its effects. We ricang 
will be more encou and we trust wiser in 
all our plane for the suppression of this vital 
evil of intemperance. I rejoice whenever I can 
in any gathering to say a word for temperance, 
but I speak with the greatest sincerity and from 
the deepest conviction when I say I am especial! 
delighted when I assist at a congress of devo 
and Terel women pledging themselves to the 
cause of temperance. ' 

Bishop McGolrick of Minnesota said unless 
women were interested in the temperance 
movement there was small hope for it. 

Delegates Speak for Many Lands. 

England, Iceland, France, Australia, Japan, 
and Canadu were spoken for by delegates at 
the afternoon mass-meeting, who told briefly 
how the work was progressing in their lands. 
The Rev. Anna H. Shaw presided and intro- 
duced Mrs. Zerelda G. (Mother) Wallace, 
who led in prayer. Mrs. Wallace, whois the 
mother of Gan. Lew Wallace, was one of the 
earliest workers in the cause of temperance 
both in this country and England. 

Mile. de Broen, President of the French 
Woman’s Christian Temperance Union, who 
who has been prominently connected with 
French temiperance work for nearly a quarter 
of a century, spoke of the indifference she had 
encountered among her country people for 
many years, but said they were at last awak- 
ing to the great work being done by the union.

We would so chan 
the conditions of farm life that through the 
world the farmer's home would be a more at- 
tractive abode than the city tenement. The pre- 
liminary work has been done, public attention 
has been aroused, and a great revolution in the 
condition and enjoyments of the agricultural 
classes will now be regarded as assured. 
This revolution will include the following 
results: Association will take the place 
issolation. Science will preside over 
rations of the farm, increasing 
roducts in guarding against the losses now 
suffered. Architectiire and art will add a thou- 
sand comforts to the farmer’s home. The farmer 
will come into proper relations with she manu- 
facturer, the carrier, and the merchant, to the 
equal advantage of all. The library will be 
deemed indispensable to a farmer’s home, for he 
needs it quite as much as men of other callings 
and has more time forits use. The farmer can 
make a practical use of more sciences in his work 
than perhaps any other man. He can study and 
apply the principles of government in a way of 
which the city resident can know little or noth- 
ing. The farmer should, therefore, generally 
speniete, Sevee ofthe best educated of men. 

e has such opportunities as few others can 
command. Why, then, is the farmer not more 
generally prosperous and happy? It is because 
he does not more fully improve his opportunity. 
Labor-saving machines have increas the time 
at his command, but this additional time has not 
poem peed, for the a povenines, The remedies 
in their own hands. They can control the desti- 
nies of the world if they will. 

How to Manage Farms, 


Samuel W. Allerton, General Chairman of 
the Agricultural Congresses, gave his ideas of 
how farms should be managed. Among other 
things he said: 


Never in the histery of our country has such an 
opportunity as this been offered, when citizens 
from every State in the Union and representa- 
tives from the Old World can meet to exchange 
ideas on farm culture and to learm from each 
other how to develop our land, how to improve 
our social condition, how to realize the dignity 
and importance of our calling, and generally, 
how to benefit ourselves and mankind. General 


farm culture is an object of highest in- 
terest to the whole world, because _ the 
farmer is the source of supplies and to 


him all mankind must look for subsistence. 
More than any other which can be named 
his is the one occupation in which it may be 
truly said that the ple of the whole world 
have a direct and positive interest, for upon the 
success of farm culture finally depends all com- 
mercial, financial, and industrial interests: 
ind e welfare of the whole body 
porrtts largely depends on the successful farmer. 

he public press has long been filled with ac- 
counts of the discontent and unhappiness of the 
poor farmer. and the masses of the people have 
been led to believe that almost any position in life 
is preferable to that of the agriculturist; but the 
truth is there is no other general occupation that 
afforfis so great an opportunity to gaina pleas- 
ant home and substantial independence as that of 
the farmer; no other occupation which affords 
such facilities for the development of morality 
and the social virtues. It is well known that our 
large cities are burdened toa large extent with 
an ignorant and non-productive population, 
which has neither the opportunity nor the dispo- 
sition to learn the duties and enjoy the privileges 
of civil and religious liberty. Such is the nature 
of agricuitural pursuits that a portion of the 
time of every farmer can conveniently be spent in 
the study of the institutions of his country and of 
the branches of learning most useful and agree- 
able to him. 

Take this great city, with its million and a half 
of people ; take 500,000 out, how does the other 
1,000,000 live, compares with a farmer? An; in- 
telligent man would rather have thirty acres of 
land in the ccuntry for a home than to be the 
best mechanic in Chicago, who gets $4 per day.

Lady Henry Somerset Says She Has Re- 
modeled English Temperance Work. 

Lady Henry Somerset, accompanied by 
Miss Pearsall Smith, left London a week ago 
last Saturday. Yesterday morning at 8 
o’clock they arrived in Chicago and are now 
at the Victoria. 

‘“*Ten days ago,”’ said Lady Henry, “‘ when 
I left London, Miss Willard was much better 
in health, Her permanent recovery depends 
now on absolute rest. In fact, for many 
months she must abstain from all work. All 
over England the people are anxious to meet 
her. She 1s as great a favorite there as she is 
in America, ahd her work in England will re- 
sult in great good. Under her direction weare 
remodeling our work in the British Woman's 
Temperance Association. Weare systematiz- 
ing the work, organizing departments, and it 
is all being done on suggestions made by Miss 


Willard. Heretofore our work. has been car- 
ried on ina ’ “From this 
time on we shall be American in our meth- 


ods and we hope soon to be even as rapid as 
are our sisters here. Our main center is lo- 
cated in London and from there all the work 
in the United Kingdom is directed. 

“Our association was organized twenty 
years ago by an American—Mzes. Stewart of 
Ohio. Since last May we have added seventy 
new unions, and our membership is now 
scmething like 80,000. We shall soon get 
suffrage, and then we shall be able to do as 
we please with our temperance work. Weare 
much nearer suffrage than the women of 
America are.”’ 

Miss Smith is known in London as “ Sister 
Anna.’ She is connected with the famous 
Mission Hall, built and maintained by Lady 
Henry Somerset, and on all occasions wears 
the neat, attractive dress of the mission sis- 
ters, consisting of a black serge gown with 
high white collarand white cuffs. 

Mr. Somerset, Lady Henry’s son, will reach 
Chicago this morning from Alaska, where he 
has been on a hunting tour. His mother had 
not heard of him until yesterday since last 
July, and she is much gratified at the prospect 
of seeing him so soon. 


STOCK MARKET IS AT A STANDSTILL 


Whisky Trust Manipulators Trying 
Boost Their Specialty. 

New York, Oct. 16.—[Special.]|—The stock 
market continues almost at a standstill. There 
are no features in it, Neither bulls nor bears 
show any disposition to do more than look on. 
The whisky trust people were up to their cld 
business tricks and are ardently endeavoring 
to boost their specialty, but though they 
marked their stuff up they are not enticing 
many buyers. Itis freely promised by the 
manipulators that whisky’s prices will be put 
above 40 within the next fortnight. Some of 
the gentlemen who are making these promises 
most vociferously are industriously engaged 
selling the stock. This is particularly true of 
the deal. The Chicago talent in whisky 
trust is of the sort which does not mind prom- 
ising anything if orly it can find somebody 
willing to listen and invest. Neariy all of 
the trust stocks are being hippodromed in the 
same way as is whisky. acon 8S. Vz. 
White is hard at work on sugaf, although 
here and there arise suspicions that he has the 
full support of the speculative inside con- 
tingent, which can make or unmake quota- 
tions at its own sweet will. Tariff matters 
are of a good deal more consequence in sugar 
trustsand a number of the othef trusts than any 
question of silver coinage can be. The Union 
Pacific's receivership and the vociferous dec- 
larations that other companies talked about 
are in danger give Wall strect a deal to talk 
about, for the Unien Pacitic and the other 
possibilities are of the sort which are full of 
threats against investment interests. They 
represent conditions which are in every sense 
discouraging. Only a little while ago the 
government directors of Union Pacitic were 
officially persuaded that the property had 
never been in such good and sound condition, 
their protestation being only a little less em; 
phatic than those which we now are receiving 
from the managers of Missouri Pacific et al.

Permanent Headquarters Are to Be Secured 
and a Permanent Organization Effected 
Today, When It Is Expected the Lead- 
ers Will Settle Down to Business=Judge 
Gary’s Record Commended on Every 
Side, and His Popularity Seems to Lift 
Him Above Party Considerations.

The gentleman who thus expressed himself 
is one of the leaders of the Democratic party 
in Cook County. The other Democrats pres- 
ent concurred with him, The City Hall ad- 
ministration is so odious to a large percentage 
of Democrats, Judge Gary is so strong among 
the more respectable Democrats, and there is 
such a feeling of disappointment among 
workingmen who voted for Cleveland and who 
are now out of employment, that the Repub- 
licans can win this fall in Cook County if they 
will try.

There was a large crowd of interested peo- 
ple present in Judge Brentano’s court yester- 
day morning when Attorney Clarence A. 
Knight on behalf of the Lake Street “L” 
road made a motion to dismiss the quo war- 
ranto proceedings commenced against it.

All Eastbound Lines Report an Impreve-
